Our country is at peace with all 
hations, as also with our savage neighbours ; and no appearances 
of hostility, or internal disturbances threaten our repose. Let 
us, therefore, with hearts of gratitude for past and present favours, 
still look to Him who holds the destinies of all men in his hands; 
for future blessings, and for wee to guide us in all our trans- 


actions, 


A time of peace is a fit time to correct our errors, to cement 
our union, to make the necessary reform in our Jaws, and to: 
recur to, and cherish the fundamental principles of our govern- 
ment. The fall of all’ former republicks, or their existing im 
name only, ought to be a sufficient caution to us to be watchful 
of our rights, and guard against every innovation dangerous to 


liberty. ^ 


It is a correct maxim, that virtue is the basis of a republican 
government; and where vice predominates, tyranny, in some 
shape, ensues. Virtue, therefore, ought to be the pole star to 
guide us in all our deliberations ; and the whole system of law 
should be adapted to promote that vital principle. I entertaim 
the highest confidence in you, gentlemen, that in all the ap- 
pointments of officers, of which you are the electors, you will 
have regard to men of integrity and virtue as weli as of Infor- 
mation and talents. Did we possess the best possible system of 
human laws, yet, should they be disregarded, and remain unen- 
forced by the civil magistrate, it would avail us nothing; vice | 
would soon tyranise over moral virtue, and destroy the best of . 


human governments.

Education is among the first objects of a free people; for à 
people, who lose the knowledge of their rights, will not long en- 
joy the fruits of liberty. À republican government is a government 
of the people 3 and the virtue and intelligence of the people are its 
security and its strength. Itis, therefore, highly necessary that the 
great body of the people should be well informed, and that'each in- 
dividaal should attain to such a degree of literature, as to be able, 
with proper attention, to secure his property, understand and 
guard his rights, and, if called to fill a publick station, or prac-- 
tice in any professional business, with due attention to his partic- 
ular calling, to discharge hisduty with advantage to himself, and 
satisfaction to the publick, in order that genius and talents be not 
smothered in ignorance, and their brightness and utility obscur- 
ed by poverty. Notwithstanding a Franklin, and others, through 
indefatigable industry, and the peculiar favour of Providence, 
have risen from obscurity to eminence, yet, who can say how 
many men of vigorous talents, and natural capacities, have strug- 
gled in vain, and, leaving no testimony of usefulness, their names 
have passed into oblivion. 


The great improvement in the education of youth in this state, 
within a few years past, is truly gratifying. In our common 
schools, we experience the benefit of instructors from the col- 
leges and academies, by which means numbers of good English . 
scholars, are daily emerging from our town schools. 


| If any further aid to science should be deemed necessary, i 
doubt not that it will receive all the encouragement that the 
present circumstances of the state will admit. 


Encomiums on the government of our counrry, at this time, 
are unnecessary, since its benefits are so general experienced 
and acknowledged by every prudent and virtuous citizen, and 
its strength and liberalty, so recently tested. The constant 
emigration to this country from under the governments of Eu- 
rope, is an evidence that we possess privileges and blessings, 
superiour to the other nations of the earth. 1t, therefore, becomes 
us to pursue such measures as will tend to strengthen our union, 
increase harmony and friendship, and perpetuate the blessings 
of our free, liberal, and happy government. 

The cheerfulness with which the citizens of this state have 
paid their taxes, laid by the general government, in consequence 
of the expences of the late war, which has so gloriously termin- 
ated ig the exaltation of cur national character, is a source of 
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peculiar satisfaction. The diminutioi of taxes at the last session 
. of congress, and the present prospect ofthe continuaiice of peace, - 
give us strong reason to hope that the direct tax wjll wholly - 
cease after the present years an object very desirable -consider- 
ing the extreme scarcity of a‘circiilating medium in this patt of:

I avail myself of this opportunity to inform you, that I have ré- 
 ceived a deed,executed by the treasurer of this state,in Compliance 
with an act of the legislature, to Capt. Thomas McDonough, of the 
navy of the U. States, of a tract of land,lying at Cumberland Head;

The invoice differs: in several particulare, materially, from the 
real value of the articles which it enumerates. 

A considerable portion of the clothes were‘some of the first 
manufactures of the prison, and which, from the manner of their 
manufacture, the fading of Colours, and "the change of fashion, had 
long been unsalable ; but had passed down from the superinten- 
dant to the contractors, and through their hands successively, at 
the original retail prices—each being careful to invoice the arti- 
cte as high, on its transfer, as it was on the receipt of it. 

: The notes and accounts were also several.of them of long 
standing ; ; some of a disputable nature, and some uncollectable, 
from the poverty, and others from the absence of the debtors. 

Some claims against the prison, originating previous to the 
current year, have also been liquidated by the visitors, and paid 
by the contractor on their order. 

Hence deduct— 

1. The twelve per cent. added to the cost of the yarn, and 
the price of the eloths, after allowing ten per cent. for their

This sum, together with the balance against the institution of 
$1728 23, when deducted from the aggregate of the expenses

The real deficit on the 30th September, as before shown be- 
ing $1728 23, the balance against the state, on account of 
each prisoner maintained the whole period, was then £21 07 1-2 
and will be at‘ the close of the year, at that rate, 525 29. 

The visitors of the prison had heretofore turned their attention 
from other manufactures to weaving ; and that is now the prin- 


l gipal employment of the prisoners. This step was, no doubt, d 
judicious one. But the depressed state of the American manu- 
factories, aid. the low price and unsalable natüre of their fabries, 
occasioned by the.late changes in our public relations, have op- 
erated materially against the interest of the prison in this respect ; 
and it is seriously apprehended that. this branch of business can- 
not be continued the ensuing year to the xetent which the em. 
ployment of thé convicts will require. At any rate, it is ascer- 
tained By the correspondence of the contractór with the facto- 
ries which have hitherto supplied him, that if he can procure suf- 
ficient weaving at all, he must do it at a considerable less raté 
per yard, than his existing contracts stipulate. And the dif 
ference, it is believed, will be nearly 25 per cent. oii the amount. 
Should these difficulties prove insurmountable, and the board of 
visitors be under, the necessity of changing the employment of 
the convicts, or a portion of them, it will probably require expen- 
ditures in the oüt-set, which the present property of the insti- 
tution in the hands ofthe contractor will not be able to meet; 

Another guard has been deemed necessary to the security of 
the convicts, and his employment in the sérvice of the prison 
‘will commence in a few days. l 

The bye laws of the prison remain substantially the same as’ 
last year, except the enactment of an article requiring the keep- 
er to charge down to the contractor all manufactures going 
from the shops; which operates as a check on the latter ; and 
a regulation establishing waiters to the shops, which prevents 
the necessity of the prisoners moving about, arid the facilities of 
communication during the hours of labour. 

The visitors beg leave to state, that there appears to be no 
power to collect the dues of the institution, expressly vested in 
any portion of the authorities of it, nor is the jurisdiction of the 
courts most proper to take cognizance of its claims, uriquestion- 
able. They respectfully suggest the propriety of some legisla- 
tive provision on the subject. l

The advantages of the local situation of Burlington, and the 
resources of those, who would probably be interested in said bank, 
are such as give strong assurance of the permanent utility of such 
an institution. The continued influx of specie from the province * 
of Lower Canada, affords an ample resource for a specie capital. 
The returns for the vast quantities of timber, and other products 
of our soil, being almost uniformly made in that currency : 

That, in case the proposed bank should be established, upon 
liberal principles, yet, under such restrictions, as shall be a 
pledge of its continued solvency, the capital stock will be sub- 
scribed and paid into its vaults, not merely to give the bank e 
' nominal importance, and then be withdrawn, as has been but too 
often the case; but, as a permanent and lasting fund, from 
whence a paper currency may issue, which will inspire, and jus- 
tify a confidence in the people, and, ín its operations, relieve 
then the uncertainty, and consequent embarrassments necessari- 
ly resulting from the precarious responsibility of foreign banks : 

That the establishment of said bank, will have the effect of 
redeeming to the state a very large money capital, which is now 
vested in foreign banks : 

The effects of the withdrawal of this active capital from the 
country, have been severely felt. Its reaction, if invested in'the 
purposed bank, cannot but have the most salutary and beneficial 
effect. 

It was also stated to your committee, that an annual sum of, 
probably, one hundred thousand dollars, is paid into the hands of 
the collector of the customs, at Burlington, for duties on goods 
imported from the province of Canada; these sums would un- 
doubtedly, be deposited in the bank, and would, be mutually 
beneficial to the government of the United States, and the stock- 
holders of the bank. 

Under these considerations, your committee report, fhat in. 
their opinion, the said bill ought to come before the generi as- 
sembly, for their consideration. l

Whatever 
facilities this assembly can offer to the general diffusion of kaowl- 
edge, whatever encouragements to virtue, and whatever secu. 
rity for the strict observance of the laws can be obtained by fil.

Ting the various judiciary and executive offices with men no fest 
distinguished for integrity and virtue than for intelligence and 
talents, shall not be neglected. Any special communication from 
your excellency, on these subjects, shall receive a prompt con- 
sideration. 

Although the habits of the citizens of this state, are decidedly 
agricultural, and that interest must ever predominate, yet our 
infant manufactures merit the careful attention of this assembly; 
The late restoration of peace and commercial intercourse between 
this country and Gregt Britain, it was readily foreseen, would: 
occasion, at least, a temporary check to their advancement. It 
was expected, that the greatest manufacturing nation in Europe, 
well knowing the rapid growth of every product of our republican 
soil, would view ‘with concern the first germs of manufactures 
taking root in our land, and would make a powerful effort to de- 
stroy them. The event has justified the expectation ; and the 
recent unprecedented influx of foreign goods, sold in our markets 
below prime cast, together with the attempts to monopolize some: 
of our most valuable raw materials at exorbtiant prices, proves 
that that nation considers uo sacrifice too great to effect her pur- 
pose. The general assembly, though sensible that our manufac- 
turing establishments must depend principally on the protecting. 
arm of the national government, will, notwithstanding, afford 
them every consistent aid; and trust that the good sense of our 
citizens, by decidedly preferring domestic to foreign goods, wilf 
enable them, by perseverance, to overcome this and every ob-. 
stacle. 

The general assembly concur with your excellency that ** en» 
comiums on our national government are at this time unnecessa- 
ry ;” but it is difficult to avoid speaking of what we admire ; and 
if we speak, we must speak an encomium. The time has been; 
and that recently, when its friends feared, .and its enemies be- 
lieved and declared, that our republican "form of government, 
though approved in peace, could. not stand the test of war ; that 
its branches were too distinct ; that it wanted that consistency, 
unity, and strength, which in troublesome times would be found 
indispensible. But that time is now past.—The recent contests 
with Great Britain, Algiers, and the savages; which owr govern- 
ment has so successfully conducted, and- so happily terminated, 
have dispelled the doubts and fears of its friends, and the hopes 
of its enemies. The result has proved,-that our republican form 
of government is adequate to all times and circumstances ; that 
it unites the gentleness of the lamb with the courage and strengt 
of the lion ; 3 that with one hand, it can. dispense the blessings pf 
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beace, while with the other it hurls the thünders of war ; that if 
gains strength from external pressure, while internal agitation 
does but jostle the dust from its massy pillars; and that no bu- 
man power can effect its overthrow, while our citizens contibue 
its vigilant and virtuous guardians: ; 

The cheerfulness, with which our citizens have borne their pait 
of all necessary public burthens, proves them worthy of the mild 
government which they enjoy ; and the promptitude with which 
they have withdrawn their confidence, without regárd to party 
feelings or private friendship, from those of their delegates in the 
congress of the United States, who have unnecessarily increased 
the public expenditures, in à time of unusual presáüre, affords a 
pleasing proof that they look well to the men whom they place 
in authority ; and that they are able to detect, aud determined 
to repel, even the slightest encroachments upon their rights. 

The general assembly are highly gratified by thé information 
aomminicated by your excelleney, of the prompt and honourable 
manner, in which his excellency, Sir Gordon Drummond, re- 
leased, at your excellency's request, a citizen of this àtate, then 
imprisoned in the province of Lower Canada. The geiieral as- 
sembly hope, and trust, the execütive of this and our sistér states 
will not yield to his excellency in courtesy, and that, henéeforth, 
there may be no other strife between our sitizens and those of the 
neighboring provinces, than that of mutual Civilitiés and kind- 
ness, 

The necessary provisions for appointing electors of President 
and Vice President of the United States, and for officering the 
militia of this state, agreeably to a late law of the congress of the 
United States, shall be seasonably made. The general assembly 
will, in ali their deliberations, endeavour to adopt such measures, 
as will tend to promote industry and economy, virtue, piety, 
fiarmony, and happinéss, throughout the state ; and gratefully 
accept the tender of your excellency's concürrence.

+ tors of president and vice president of the United States, therein 
mentioned, beg leave to report —fha£ in our opinion the amend- 
ment aforesaid ought to take place, and, therefore, your com- 
mittee recommend for adoption, the following resolutions, viz. 

The legislature of North-Carolina having proposed the follow- 
ing, as an amendment to the constitution of the United States: 

“ That, for the purpose of. choosing representatives in the con- 
gress of the United States, each state shall, by its legislature, be 
divided into a number of districts, equal to the number of repre- 
sentatives to which such state may be entitled. _ 

Those districts shall be formed of contiguous territory, and con- 
tain, as nearly as may be, an equal.number of inhabitants, entitled 
by the constitution to be represented. In each district, the qual- 
ified voters shall elect one representative, and no more. 

That, for the purpose of appointing electors of president and 
vice president of the United States, each state shall, by its legis- 

“lature, be divided into a number of districts, equal to the number 
of electors to which such state may be entitled. 

These districts shall be composed of contiguous territory, and 
contain, as nearly as may be, an equal number of inhabitants en- 
titled by the constitution to representation. In each district, the 
persons qualified to vote for representatives, shall appoint one . 
elector and no more. 

The electors when convened, shall have power, in case any of 
those appointed, as aboye prescribed, shall fail to attend for the 
purpose of their said appointment, on the day prescribed for giv- 
ing their votes for president and vice president of the United 
States, to appoint another or others to act in the place of him or

Neither the districts for choosing representatives, nor those
